Calgary has taken a different route 
to modern metropolitan organization from 
. Instead 


a single city government will 
operate what was once half a dozen mu- 
nicipalities. This development results from 
the determination of the provincial gov- 
ernment to reorganize its municipalities 
into. larger and more efficient units. 

The first step-was to combine rural 
municipalities into counties. Then it pro- 
vided machinery to enable suburbs to 
force the cities to annex_them: finally it 
established an overall planning system 
to make sure that suburbia doesn't spring 
up all over again outside present city 
limits. 

- A number of special circumstances in 
the Calgary area accelerated the annex- 
ation process. Primarily there was the 
inability of the suburbs to finance the ser- 
vices the taxpayers demanded.. In other 
cities, suburban growth was engendered 
at least in part by the search of people 
for more room om which to build fine 
homes. In Calgary, the reverse was true, 
with few exceptions. 

‘People moved out to build sub-marginal 
houses in sub-marginal areas. All these 
areas depended upon Calgary for watar 
and power and fire protection. Sewage 
systems were not installed. Jerry-built 
houses were thrown together on unde 
sized lots. ; 


Creating Suburban Slum 


Ordinary mortgages were not avail- 
able to builders in these areas, so the 
residents paid exorbitant interest rates 
on heavily discounted mortgages. It: was 
common practice for suburban residents 
to sign a mortgage for $5,000 at 8 per cent 
and get only $4,000.in cash. : 

Thus, in the Calgary area, suburban 
Sprawl became suburban slum and the 
city was surrounded by eyesores in all 
directions, ; 

Starting ten years ago, Calgary grad- 
wally extended its boundaries to absorb 
the slums, It was a costly process. The 
city usually had to make large capital 
outlays. installing, sewer and water ser-

Its gist was that veterans had 
sacrificed for their country and, in the suffer- 
ing. their life expectancy was cut short by 
several years. Surely this argument can only 
take in the gullible who were not in the 
services. 

Aside from those who suffered wounds or 
the small number who were caught up in the 
nelishness of Hong Kong or other POW situ- 
ations, the overwhelming majority of veter- 
ans had more regular food and better medi- 
cal and dental care than they would have had 
fn civilian life. Further, the fact that the 
majority volunteered set up an atmosphere 
that could be described, at the least, as not 
psychologically unhealthy.

Such flamboyant “old-soldiering” is silly 
enough. It puts a claim on the new genera- 
tions in Canada based on an unfair assump- | 
tion. But this issue of the Legionary had 
a more galling claim: that we should support 
the Red Ensign because it is the flag under 
which our. old comrades fought and died. 
Perhaps it was different in the air force and 
the navy. The only Red Ensigns I ever saw 
in the. army were on the blanco and brass 
occasions when some red-tabbed gent was in 
residence or making the rounds. I suppose, 
in a figurativeway, that if a Div, HQ or Gen- 
eral Crerar Red Ensigns flying over 
them, then Canfdians fought and died under 
the Red Ensign. In reality, of course, there 
were ruddy few Ensigns where the guy with 
the Bren or the Sherman or the 25-pounder 
was fighting. 

The kind of hyperbole, the professional 
patriotism, found in these statements is 
somewhat typical of the official expression 
of the Legion. I know many veterans, in- 
cluding many Legion members, share my 
distaste for its accentuation of Britishness 
and the fond tespect accorded high military 
rank in the Legion. One does not expect the 
Royal Canadian Legion to debunk our mili- 
tary brass, but it would be sensible, in view 
of the revelations of historians and biogra- 
phers, to drop myths such as that Haig was 
a great general, or that Bomber Harris ap- 
plied the key which ended the last war, or 
that Winston Churchill was a supreme mili- 
tary strategist. 

It is natural_.eneugh that the Legion 
should live off, even consecrate, the military 
participation of Canadians, éspecially in the 
two major wars. Our record was excellent.” 
But in this process the Legion traps itself 
and us in a web. of sentimental cloth which 
we wear no longer. We do not fit emotion- 
ally or in simple daily contact with the 
staunchly British context. It hardly needs 
saying that it is laughingly apparent to all \ 
but the clichecaught politician that our | 
French-speaking compatriots would fit even 
more awkwardly within the glory of the 
Fifth Republic. 


Flag Tradition 

Perhaps I express more than a personal 
opinion when I claim that one wonderfully . 
satisfying part of being in the Canadian 
fordes, at least in the last war, was the in- 
tuitive knowledge that we were uniquely, 
proudly Canadian, rather than British-or Al- -|— 
lied or Western. s 

I have a simple thesis on the national 
flag: all we need is the declaration by our 
Parliament that this or that particular de- 
sign is it,. providing it is without large sym- 
bols of either Britain or France; then the 
celerity of the acceptance will shock the pro- 
tagonists of the-Ensigii Gr the Jack or the 
Fieurdesdis. The importance of a flag is 
almost irrelevant today except as a symibpolic 
coming-ofage. Weapons technology, re 
solved into ICBMs or bacteria, is part of the 
explanation. It means a looming kind of 
world which challenges mere flag national- 
ism or the folk memory of a flag tradition. 
It may seem stupid to say this when vio- 
lence in Panama is related to flags, but it 
is my hunch about Canada.
